With commendable pride we 
copy the following article from a 
recent number of the Atlanta 
Constitution. For thirty-four 
years the N. G. A. College has 
been gradually growing in the es- 
timation of the people of Georgia, 
until it has friends all over the 
state. Its graduates and former 
students are found all over Geor- 
gia, and in every state of the 
great Southwest. They are to be 
found in congress, State legisla^ 
tureand in every honorable pro- ! 
fession and vocation. Says the 
Constitution: 

! When the future historian of 
' Georgia shall trace back to their 
far sources the vast influences 
: predominant in the making of the 
greater commonwealth, we believe 
he vvill designate the North Geor- 
gia Agriculture College at Dahlon- 
ega, and the sentiment for which it 
stands as one of the most vital 
factors in the educational devel- 
opment of the state. 

Planted in the very bosom of the 
Georgia Blue Ridge, distant 25 
miles from the most accessible 
railroad, it commands a tier of 
counties as destitute of railroad 
facilities as itself. For this iso 
lated section it has been, for 
thirty-two years, a veritable edu- 
cational beacon. 

Verily, like a "good mother," it 
reached its coaxing arms out 
through the broa-d territory of 
which :t was the center, bringing 
in hundreds of apt, ambitious pu- 
pils, and subjecting them to that 
benign evolutionary process 
through which applied and higher 
education works its seeming mir- 
acles with the raw material. 
Within a few years the effect of 
its activities was reflected in the 
highest standard of ideals which it 
is the center. 

The beneficent effects of the 
school's presence are daily mani- 
festing themselves with cumu- 
lative force, and although it al» 
ready had an immense amount of 
actual accomplishment to its cred- 
it, those familiar with the rapid 
development of the section con- 
tiguous and the methods employ- 
ed at the college believe that it has 
but fairly entered upon its career 
of usefulness. 

In the founding and furtherance 
of the school's mission, handicaps 
and obstacles have by no means 
been missing. While the state 
assists it with an annual appro- 
priation, the most careful economy 
of administration lias been neces- 
sary to meet the yearly expenses 
of operation.

THE COUNTRY STORE 

No Longer the Trading Place 
for the Farmer. 

The country store has lost the 
important place it used to hold in 
rural communities. It has either 
disappeared or is vanishing before 
the march of modern commercial- 
ism. Many a town or city man 
who, in boyhood, clerked in his 
village store, might find, did he 
return, the old store still there, 
unchanged in many years; many 
an article of old stock in the same 
' old place, waiting, wailinp; for 
. the purchaser who never comes. 
. Country stores are doomed; their 
i day is past. The farmer passes 
them by on his way to the centers 
of trade further away, or buys at 
! distance, using the mail for his 
messenger and the railroad for his 
horse. He has learned that he, 
too, may have almost equal shop- 
ping facilities with the city dwell- 
er. He can buy without fear, for 
whether he sees or not, all sound 
business today requires the un- 
questionable permission to return 
any article which the buyer finds 
unsatisfactory. 

The old methods of barter are 
gone. The farmer sells his pro- 
ducts for cash and buys where it 
suits him best. He has learned 
to farm better, to buy better and 
to sell better. He has learned 
that his hay and corn go to mar-, 
ket cheaper and more profitably as 
fat beef and pork than hay and 
com, and sent thus they leave the 
valuable measures behind. He 
has learned that berries grown in 
Florida may be sold at a profit in 
New York; that California fruits 
may be sent at a profit to Europe. 
In other words, the farmer is 
becoming educated ; he is learning 
to farm. He is learuiug to use 
the water given to him and to 
feed it to his crops as they need it 
and not alone as nature wills. Ho 
is learning to care for and im- 
prove his stock; he is learning to 
concentrate bis power, his educa-. 
tion and his energy to make a 
profitable crop more profitable, 
and he is doing better profits than 
ever before. He lives better, he 
dresses better, has more comforts 
and more money. —Ex.

Disease will disappear in twelve hours,

Sons who al- 
low this to be done will regret it 
one of these days. It will come 
home to them. We can call to 
our mind now an old man being 
supported by the state who years 
ago, when amply able to care for 
his good old mother, let her go to 
the paupers home. Well, we have 
said enough on the subject now. 
The members of next weeks grand 
jury are among the largest tax 
payers of Lumpkin county and wo 
feel confident that they will make 
a beneficial change and stop indi- 
viduals from getting county or- 
ders for their relative paupers and 
spending the money in Gaines- 
ville.

A Professor's Evening Party In th 
Paris L,atin Quarter. 

"It was difficult to Imngiue that 
Was In the heart of Paris, among people 
bred ana born in the capital," says a 
writer telling of the section of the Lat- 
in quarter in which the professors of 
the University of Farls have their 
homes. "These men, these luminaries 
of science, how different they looked 
among their womankind! Since then 
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and have found them all curiously 
alike. No matter whether the apart- 
ment be on a second, third or fourth 
floor, whether it be an expensive or 
cheap one, the inmates are all alike, 
talk alike, dress alike. If you have 
seen one home, you have seen them all. 
Follow me to a fourth floor in the Rue 
Gay-Lussac. We are ushered into the 
drawing room. The furniture Is ir 
hogany, always mahogany, and of 
bad period. There are no flowers, but 
a dusty fern in a majolica pot; on 
the mantelpiece a clock and a candela- 
bra, with framed photographs in the 
spaces between; over the cottage pi- 
ano the portrait of M. le Professeur in 
the green embroidered uniform of 
member of the Academy of Science, 
with his dress sword, over which he 
generally stumbles. But do not think 
that the professors' families are blind 
to beauty. They will admire and ap- 
preciate a work of art as well as you 
or I, but in their homes they consider 
beauty a negligible quantity. They 
also give very little attention to their 
bodies— to the inner or outer man. I 
have often wondered whether the same 
tailor supplies them all with their old 
fashioned coats. 

"Nor does the inner man fare much 
better. The cooks in their establish- 
ments seem to be altogether different 
creatures from those we meet else- 
where. They eschew slang, their gram- 
mar is better, but their cooking is 
worse— very much worse— than in the 
homes of the less intellectual members 
of society. The women form a distinct 
type. They seem to belong to a past 
generation, and their dress is iu keep- 
ing with the style of their hair. Liv- 
ing among themselves, they appear to 
.have no notion of what is occurring in 
the worldly part of Paris. Their dress- 
makers are 'of the quarter,' and their 
milliners make their hats with the odds 
and ends brought to them. Such a 
thing as a fashion paper never crosses 
their path. I am certain these ladies 
are much more interested in the latest 
microbe than in the latest hat. They 
have little notion of comfort. 

"An evening party at one Of their 
houses is a never to be forgotten en- 
tertainment for the outsider. They 
still dance the schottish, but the 
greater part of the evening is devoted 
to what are called 'society games,' a 
gaping trap to the butterfly from 
across the Seine. I have forgotten the 
name of the fiendish game, but I re- 
call that we were all seated in a ring- 
about thirty of us— old and young, and 
we had to answer questions and find 
out some antediluvian fact. To them 
it was child's play, but if it had not i 
been for the six-year-old child of the 
house who prompted me I should have 
cut a poor figure. Imagine coming 
from the electric lights of the boule- 
vards to the oil lamps of the profess- 
ors' salon and being suddenly called 
upon to know that Dalmatia was con- 
quered by Metellus in 118 B. C! De- 
lightful evening!"

The roads are reported by this 
body as being in a reasonable good 
condition, with some little com- 
plaint. We recommend that the 
ordinary and commissioners be 
diligent in their duties in regard 
to working of the roads.

The change to 
fo up the hollow through the old 
field and avoid the bad hill. We 
recommend the ordinary to fur- 
nish ammunition and tools to do 
any blasting work required by the 
respective overeeers of the county. 

The Treasurers report to this 
body has been made and all satis- 
factory. 

The fees for the coming fall 
term for jurors and court bailiffs 
are fixed at $1.50 per day. 

The alternative road law was 
brought up and discussed, and 
was adopted in compliance with 
the law that governs the system, 
and we recommend that the ordi- 
nary carry out the same. 

In taking leave of the court we 
return our thanks to Judge J. J. 
Kimsey and Solicitor W. A. Char- 
ters for their advice and courtesy 
to this body, and also to Bailiff 
Walker for the faithful discharge 
of his duty. 

We recommend that these pre- 
sentments be published in both the 
city papers, the Dahlonega Signal 
and The Dahlonega Nugget and 
that the usual rates be charged as 
directed by law and that the said 
publishers of the respective papers 
equally divide the same, and we 
further recommend that the grand 
jury setting at this term of court 
having an eye single to the en 
couragement of all public enter- 
prises of our city and county per- 
taining to enlightenment and edu- 
cation of our population, for ev- 
ery publication is a like impor 
tant to eyery inhabitant. A town 
is judged by the patronage award- 
ed to newspapers, therefore we 
respectfully recommend that in 



view of these considerations, the 
parties consisting of the publish- 
ers aDd all the county officers be- 
ing perfectly friendly to each oth- 
er, and perhaps no objections 
would arise from this arrange*,

The Legal Advertising 

A member of the Lumpkin 
county grand jury drew up 
a resolution and succeeded in 
getting it passed by that body, 
recommending that in order 
for the editors here to work har- 
der and help build up the country, 
to take fees we arc entitled to by 
law and give them to the Signal — 
in other words, want to put us on 
half rations, yet expect as much 
work from us, if not more, same 
as if we were getting full pay. 
The legal advertising controlled 
by the sheriff does not concern the 
grand jury. It is a private matter 
and no one has any right to 
raise their yoice unless we over 
charge the legal rates. The coun- 
ty neither loses or gains anything, 
matters not who publishes the 
sales. But one paper in Hall, Ful- 
ton or any other county in Georgia 
publishes the legal sales of their 
respective counties. There are 
three great dailies and many 
eeklies published in Fulton 
county, each one having friends 
who serve on the grand fury. Sup- 
pose a proposition was made for 
each one to publish "the legal sales 
and the fees be divided equally 
between the editors, what would 
the judge and citizens say about it? 
The grand ]ury presentments of 
many counties are often published 
by two or more papers and the 
fees divided because they are gen- 
rally of interest to all the tax 
payers concerned. It would have 
been just as legal last week had 
Lumpkins grand jury requested 
the sheriff to appoint a deputy, 
the clerk and ordinary get them an 
assistant, naming the parties de- 
sired by each and say that the fees 
be divided, as to do what they did 
about the other. They recom- 
mended a two hundred dollar 
bridge to be built across the creek 
near Mr. Martin Jones. Why did 
they not instruct the ordinary af- 
ter he contracted it to have the 
contractor take in one of their 
body and divide the money bes 
tweeu the two, just like they re- 
commended about the legal adver- 
tising? It would have been just as 
legal. Then if it worked well the 
next time we sit on the grand jury 
we will ask that each meachant re- 
duce, bis profit on goods and the 
farmers sell their corn and other 
produce at half price. The jury 
and bailiff fees were not reduced. 
Why ask then thatthe price of our 
labor be reduced?. The truth is, 
the most of the grand jury didn't 
take the second thought, as some 
of them have told us since that 
they didn't favor it. 

The Sheriff of each county con- 
trols all the legal advertising of 
their respective counties. ' We 
have been doing the work of this 
county for more than two years, 
and have never made a single er- 
ror, and our business relations 
with Sheriff Davis and the rest of 
the officers have been very pleas- 
ant, and to try to make a tool out 
of him and cripple our bus- 
iness is not right, as has already 
been realized by that body except 
those who are directly or indirect- 
ly interested.
